Reverend A. J. Kuhlman, S.J., 
College Retreat Master Stress- 
es Primary Truths of Religion 





“You think rightly of yourself 
when you think of yourself as God 
ihinks of you” was the ultimate 
message that Rev. A. J. Kuhlman, 
SJ. gave to the students of Clarke 
College in the Retreat that he con- 
ducted there December 4 to 8. 


The first day was devoted to a con- 
sideration of the fundamental truth— 
the existence of God, and the place 
ot the individual in the universe and 
his obligation of gratitude to that 
God—the second day to a con- 
sideration of the fallen nature of man 
and its effects as manifested in 
sin, On the third day was consid- 
ered the vital question of the fu- 
ture, and of the life of Christ 
that must be the model of those 
years to come. 

“You are a woman who uses her 
mind; you want Truth” was the key 
1o the manner of presentation of the 
material of the Retreat. The truths 
that were presented were the great 
basic truths that have as-their au- 
thority the word of God recorded in 
ihe Scriptures; it was presented for 
the grasp of cultivated minds, a chal. 
lenge to serjous thought. 

The great fact of the existence 
cf God and the consequent depend- 
ence of the universe on Him were 
forcibly emphasized, and proceeding 
fiom this fundamental truth our ob- 
ligation of gratitude to God; the nec- 
essity of honesty to use His gifts,— 


forces of nalure,—as He would have 
them used. 

What was to many a new pre- 
sentation was Father Kuhiman's di- 
Vision of the life of man; the period 
{som the beginning of life to death, 
irom death to Resurrection, after 
Resurrection, Eternity. The length 
Cf none of these periods is known, 
but the first is insignificant in re- 
lation to the other two. 

The greatness of the gift of free 
Will was also emphasized whereby 
the human creature may have heaven 
by the power of choice. “You're in 
a war, you are,” said the Retreat 
Master, but he showed that in that 
War Christ had lead the way, that He 
had gone through the passion to 
Show the human race that there 
hiust be a struggle; that He had 
lived on earth thirty-three years to 
Show man the perfect way. Out of 
those thirty-three years thirty were 
devoted to simple labor in obscurity. 

Most beautifully too did Father 
Kuhlman show Mary, “A woman lik# 
yOu, with a body like yours in Heavw 
€n,” as the ideal of the Christian 
Woman by reason of her. sinlessness 
und her Immaculate Conception, the 
divine Preparation for her mother- 
hood, 

“Iam the Way, the Truth, and the 
Life,” the words of Christ were quot- 
€d, and the necessity that we listen 
tv them was emphasized. “The great 
“ileully today,” he said, “is that 
We do not realize that God wishes 
us to use our naked intelligence to 
See naked Truth.” For truth about 
the eternity into which she {fs go- 
ing, about the Wife which she is lead- 
fng,—her place tn the universe, her 
lignity, her relation to her fellow 
men Father Kuhlman advised each 
One to go to school to Christ, to the 
Catholic Church which He trusted to 
Carry on His work.

Wailing winds, and clanking 
chains, and moaning’ sepulchral 
yoices from long ensealed graves— 
eerie, blue, lights and restless, wand- 
ering spectres will color many of the 
scenes of “The Christmas Carol”, 
the play which will be presented by 
the members of the Dramatic Art 
Club on the evening of December 16, 
in the Clarke College auditorium. 


The scenes which will be most 
weird in the play are those in which 
the ghost of the long dead Marley ap- 
pears to Scrooge, the leading charac- 
ter, and those in which the Spirit of 
Christmas Past, Present and to Come 
show Scrooge his faults and his fate, 


The weirdness of sounds, lighting 
effects, settings and costumes, in 
these episodes are very striking, and 
though the audience may declare 
with great bravado, that “there is no 
such thing as a ghost,” still, no mem- 
ber of it will escape feeling just a 
little moved when in the presence of 
spectres from another world. 


The costumes of the spirits are 
especially good. The spirit of Christ- 
mas Past will appear in green, the 
spirit of Christmas Present ina robe 
of red trimmed with white fur, and 
the spirit of Christmas to Come will 
be dressed in hooded garment oF 
black. A belt of cash boxes and keys 
of all descriptions will characterize 
the garb of the ghost of Marley. All 
of the costumes are being reproduced 
from descriptions in the Story. The 
dress of men and women of the early 
nineteenth century Will be copied in 
costuming other characters of the 
cast. 

Tiny Tim, always an_ appealing 
character, will be dressed in @ blue 
suit. Other children in the cast will 
be garbed in more sober colors.

NCE again our annual retreat has

Since our retreat resolutions are the 
result of rational considerations they 
may be controlled by the ordinary 
rules for habit formation. We must 
resolve to daily put into practice the 
good resolutions we have made and 


nevcr miss an opportunity to exercise 
them. 


If we are sincere in our determina- 
tion to benefit by this spiritual exper- 
ience our resolutions will not be for- 
gotten. The youth of today which 
prides itself on its devotion to good 
sportsmanship should not in spiritual 
matters forget that the same rules 
holt good and that a no less higher 
standard is to be maintained. Let us 
therefore determine to live up to the 
resolutions and promises we have 
made and so cause this retreat to be 
not merely a passing expcrience, but a 
spiritual force that will motivate our 
lives to better living, higher ideals, and 
a greater love of God.

Clusters of chysanthemums nestle near 
the white statues of angels on either side 
of the altar. The white vestments of the 
priest add a touch of splendor, befitting the 
minister of the King of Kings. 

The Processional,—the solemn strains of 
the organ mingle with the poignantly sweet, 
joyous notes of the violin. The stately traiu 
of white-robed, white-veiled figures slowly 
winds into the chapel. The holy place 
ceems filled with a subdued radiance of 
white. 

Through the romanesque arch to the left 
of the’ nave gleam the candles on the shrine 
of Mary Immaculate. Lights fall on the 
altar from above; mingling with the glow 
of the candles they produce a brilliancy, 
almost dazzling. Roses in crystal and sil- 
ver vases are clustered about her feet— 
white, for the One White Rose, the Mystic 
Rose of the human race; pink, emblems 
of her sweet humanity,—of our common 
humanity with her, the Mother of God. 

And close to her feet are the little sil- 
ver trays, filled with Promise cards, sym- 
bols of the pledges that bind Clarke girls 
to one another, and to their great patron- 
ess,

sunlight, palely golden, streams through 
amber windows; youthful voices, vibrant.
